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Armenians set bomb in Rome 

ROME, March 10 (Agencies) — An Armenian urban guerrilla 
group claimed responsibility for a bombing in central Rome 
tonight which killed at least one person and injured up to 10 
others. A telephone caller to a foreign news agency said the Secret 
Army for the Liberation of Armenia (ASALA) planted the two 
bombs, which went off within a minute of each other outside the 
offices of the Turkish Airlines. Eyewitnesses reported seeing a 
green motor scooter with two young men on board driving away 
from the scene shortly before the blasts, but there was no con- 
firmation that they were connected with the incident. The explo- 
sions occurred in Piazza Rcpubblica, dose to the city's main 
railway station, shortly before seven o'clock local rime (1800 
GMT), when the area was crowded with homegoing commuters. 
Police cordoned off the area, fearing further explosions. At the 
same time as the explosions, three fires, all apparently stoned 
deliberately, were reponed in apartment blocks near by. Police 
could noi say whether the incidents were connected.

"The reason we wanted to transfer 
the hostages to the Revolutionary 
Council was because of pressure 
being placed on us. That pressure 
has now been removed. We will 
keep the hostages,” the spokes- 
man said.

A joint statement quoted by the 
Jonlan News Agency (JNA) . said 
the two leaders affirmed "the 
importance of the essential nature 
of the Palestine problem and voi- 
ced their conviction that the prob- 
lem was not a refugee problem, 
but rather a problem of a people 
which is looking for its legitimate 
existence and which should be 
made able to exercise its right to 
self-determination within a 
framework of a peaceful, just and 
durable settlement." 

"Until such an international, 
just and permanent settlement to 
the Middle East problem can be 
achieved.” the French president 
and King Hussein "are agreed on 
the need to exert intensive efforts, 
and conduct talks in which all par- 


settlement in the Middle East must be 
achieved in negotiations by all parties 
concerned, including the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation. 


Arafat praises Giscard’s courage 


PARIS, March 10 (Agencies) -- 
Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat 
today praised President Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing for showing 
courage through his endorsement 
of the Palestinian people's right to 
self-determination. 

In a television interview in 
Beirut .screened in France, the 
leader of the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation praised the. French 
president's statements on the 
Palestinian issue during his tour of 
Arab states. 

Mr. Arafat said: "This was a 
brave step, to declare acceptance 
of our right to self-determination. 
1 hope it will be followed by rec- 
ognition of our independence and 
' of the PLO.” 

The PLO leader described the 
French president's statement as a 
new element because it was the 
first time the leader of a major 
western country has spoken of 
PLO participation in negotiations 
on a peace settlement. 

Mr. Arafat said Palestinians 
would be unable to forget what 
happened at the U.N. Security 
Council when the White House 
said the U.S. vote against Israel's 
settlement policy in occupied ter- 
ritories was an error. 

Palestinians must receive a bad 
impression of the future of the 
U.N. if such conduct could be tol- 
erated. he said. 

Mr. Arafat said President Car- 
ter's retraction could not fail to 
give Palestinians a poor idea of the 
future of the U.N. He could not 
imagine that a super-power would 
behave in such a manner. 

The incident not only damaged 
U.S. credibility, but also affecled 
that of the U.N. and the Security 
Council, and this was a dangerous 
sign, he added. 

The French president's 
endorsement of Palestinian self- 
determination within the 
framework of a negotiated Middle* 
East settlement led to speculation 
about eventual French rec- 
ognition of the PLO. 

Mr. Arafat was evasive when 
asked whether the door was now 
open for him to visit France offi- 
cially. He said he would not come 
without an invitation, and the mat- 
ter was one for the French pres- 
ident. 

On the chances of an overall 
Middle East settlement providing 
for the security of all states in the 
area including Israel, he said: 
"Before speaking of the security 
for all states, we must speak about 
the security of the Palestinians.” 

Saudi Arabia's ambassador to 
Paris, Sheikh Hujaylan, was also 
quoted in an interview carried by 
the Saudi News Agency that he 
believed the president's initiative 
would end with French rec- 
ognition of the PLO. 

Bui official French sources said 
the call for PLO participation in 
Middle East peace negotiations 
did not mean formal recognition 
of the organisation. 

Mr. Giscard d'Estaing said in a 
joint statement on talks earlier 
with His Majesty King Hussein 
that to achieve a just and lasting 
Middle East peace, intensive 
efforts should be exerted and talks 


held in which all panics con- 
cerned, including ihe PLO. take 
part. 

France.'s main European 
partners backed the call for self- 
determination within a negotiated 
settlement. 

British officials in London 
today reiterated that the PLG 
would have to be involved in the 
Middle East peace process. 

The officials recalled a speech 
by Foreign Office Minister of 
Slate Douglas Hurd on Jan. 30 
staling: "We say to the PLO: 
Commit yourself to a negotiated 
settlement in which not only your 
own aspirations will be met. but 


Israel's right to live in peace will at 
the same time be accepted, and 
much will become possible that is 
not possible now.” 

But Italy appeared today to 
reduce the prospect of any 
immediate statement by the 
European Economic Community 
setting cut a new position. 

Foreign Minister Attilio Ruffini 
told a news conference today that 
the current phase in negotiations 
fixed at Camp David between 
Israel and Egypt over the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip had a dead- 
line of May 25. 

"It would be prudent to await 
this date, see how the first stage of 


the Camp David agreements 
finishes " he said. 

Italy's position was one of firm 
support for the security of Israel 
and for the legitimate tight of the 
Palestine people to decide their 
future freely, he added. 


Israeli Knesset approves 
Shamir as foreign minister 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM. 
March 10 (Agencies) — Former 
guerrilla leader Yitzhak Shamir 
was confirmed tonight by the 
cabinet and Knesset as Israel's 
new foreign minister. 

Mr. Shamir, a prominent 
hardliner on the Palestinian ques- 
tion. earlier resigned as Knesset 
speaker before filling the post 
vacated by Mr. Moshe Dayan last 
October. 

The Knesset voted 55 to 39 with 
three abstentions to approve the 
appointment. Opposition rep- 
resentatives called it a mistake 
because of Mr. Shamir's ultra- 
nationalist views. Mr. Shamir was 
invited by Prime Minister 
Menachem Begin yesterday to fill 
the post. 

The English-language 
Jerusalem Post, noting Mr. 
Shamir' s hardline views on the 
Arab-Israeli conflict and his 
abstention in the Knesset vote 
which ratified the Egypt-Israel 
peace treaty, said: 

“What the country needs now is 
not so much a new foreign minis- 
ter as a new foreign policy. This 
will not apparently originate in the 
present administration.” 

The independent daily Haaretz 
said: “Increased settlement and 
the dragging Palestinian aut- 
onomy negotiations have done a 
great deal to increase Israel's iso- 
lation abroad and the foreign 
ministry post should have been 
given to a politician capable of 
shaping a more moderate policy 
within the government and pre- 
senting it in a convincing manner 
abroad. All that is known about 
Mr. Shamir indicates in the oppo- 
site direction." 

Mr. Shamir, 65, was widelv 
expected to strengthen the hawk- 
ish wing of the government sup- 
porting increased Jewish set- 
tlement in the occupied West 
Bank of Jordan and granting few 
powers to the Palestinians under 
an autonomy plan- being negoti- 
ated with Egypt and the United 
States. 

"The appointment announced 
by the prime minister is one of the 
most extreme demonstrations of 
this government's strangeness, its 


illogic and its bewilderment,” said 
Mr. Moshe ShahaJ of the oppos- 
ition Labour Party. 

Mr. Shamir leads the con- 
servative faction of Mr. Begin’s 
Herut Party and some observers 
sec his appointment as boosting 
his chances for succeeding Mr. 
Begin as party leader. His main 
rival is Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman, leader of Herat's mod- 
erate camp. 

Prior to the partition of Pales- 
tine in 1948, Mr. Shamir led an 
underground Jewish terrorist 
group that terrorised Arabs and 
fought British mandatory rule. His 
name was linked with the murders 
of former Colonial Secretary Lord 
Moyne in Cairo and of U.N. 
Envoy Count Folke Bemadotte of 
Sweden in Jerusalem. 

He spent 10 years in the Mos- 
sad. Israel's secret service before 
he retired to go into private bus- 
iness. 

He was elected to the Knesset in 
1974 and since then has devoted 
his full time to politics. 

The Stem Gang was formed as a 
splinter group from the Irgun Zvi 
Leumi. another underground 
group headed by Mr. Begin. Mr. 
Shamir's men considered Irgun 
too mild. 

He was bom in a small town in 
eastern Poland in 1914 where he 
received a Zionist education. He 
broke off his law studies in 1935 to 
emigrate to Palestine and a year 
later joined the I.Z.L. Jewish 
underground movement of Mr. 
Begin. 


KUWAIT, March 10 (R) - A 
Kuwaiti newspaper said today 
that French President Valery 
Giscard d'Estaing had decided 
to invite Palestine Liberation 
Organisation leader Yasser 
Arafat to Paris. 

The newspaper Al Watan 
quoted responsible sources as 
saying the president decided on 
the invitation last week when he 
was in Kuwait at the start of a 
six-nation Arab tour. 

During the tour the president 
supported self-determination 
for Palestinians and called for 
big power security guarantees 
for all Middle East states. 

The Kuwaiti newspaper Al 
Qabas said yesterday that Pres- 
ident Giscard d'Estaing had 
discussed with Arab leaders a 
Europeau-U.S. Middle East 
peace plan that would give the 
Palestinians a national home. 


ties concerned participate, includ- 
ing the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation, whose rep- 
resentation is recognised on a 
large and great scale in the inter- 
national community, in the 
framework of the United Nations 
and on the basis of its resol- 
utions.” the statement said. 

JNA said the two leaders 
focused a special attention on the 
Middle East issue and the situ- 
ation in the region and both topics 
were discussed thoroughly. 

They "agreed that the delicate 
and critical situation in the region 
poses a threat to world peace and 
security, thus prompting the 
necessity and importance of find- 
ing a comprehensive and just set- 
tlement to the conflict in the Mid- 
dle East. They emphasised that 
such a settlement is able to establ- 
ish the just and lasting peace to all 
peoples of the region and that this 
peace is vital and necessary for 
their security, independence and 
their economic and social 
development," JNA added. 

The agency said King Hussein 
and the French president agreed 
that the search for a peaceful set- 
tlement ensuring the legitimate 
rights and aspirations of all parties 
concerned is imperative now, 
more than ever before. 

“The international community 
has become aware of the need to 
find an international solution to 
the Middle East problem based on 
the United Nations Charter and 
Security Council resolutions and 
international doctrines to lead to 
the total Israeli withdrawal from 
ail the Arab territories occupied in 
1967, recognition of the legiti- 
mate rights of the Palestinian peo- 
ple, including its right to a home- 
land on its own land and the rec- 
ognition of the right of all states in 
the region to live in peace within 
secure, recognised and guaran- 
teed boundaries,” JNA said. 

The statement was issued simul- 
taneously in Amman and Paris at 
the end of a three-day official visit 
to Jordan by President Giscard 
d'Estaing and his wife. 

It said talks between the two 
leaders were marked by the spirit 
of friendship, frankness and 


mutual respect, as welL as full 
understanding.” 

The talks “dealt with the situ- 
ation and conflict in the Middle 
East in particular, current inter- 
national issues of common con- 
cern and bilateral relations.” it 
said. 

The two leaders "expressed 
their concern over the current 
situation in the Lebanon and 
affirmed their support of the 
sovereignty, territorial integrity 
and independence of Lebanon," 
according to JNA. 

The French president and His 
Majesty the King "observed with 
satisfaction the presence of iden- 
tical views between their two 
countries vis-a-vis the major 
international problems and expre- 
ssed concern at the tension which 
has emerged recently in different 
parts of the world and they 
affirmed their common com- 
mitment to the principles of inde- 
pendence and territorial integrity 
for each nation,” it said. 

They also "affirmed their con- 
viction in the need for establishing 
relations amongst nations on the 
basis of mutual respect and in- 
accordance with the principles 
that should govern international 
relations— especially those pro- 
vided for by the United Nations 
Charter — the inadmissibility of 
interference in the internal affairs 
of other countries, cooperation for 
maintaining and bolstering world 
security' and peace with the spirit 
of construction and consultation." 
JNA said. 

"The situation in Afghanistan 
has drawn the attention and con- 
cern of the two leaders, who voi- 
ced their hope that an acceptable 
formula would be reached in order 
. to provide the favourable climate 
to enable the Muslim people of 
Afghanistan to exercise their right 
to self-determination.” JNA said.

Lebanese hijacks ME A plane 


BEIRUT, March 10 (R) -- A 
20-year-old Lebanese man with a 
toy pistol today hijacked a Middle 
East Airlines (MEA) plane to pro- 
test over the disappearance of 
Shi'ite Muslim leader Imam 
Mousa Al Sadr. 

But the hijacker, the fourth 
Lebanese to commandeer a plane 
this year in protest over the imam, 
gave himself up when the aircraft 


landed at Beirut airport. 

The imam vanished after vis- 
iting the Libyan Jamahiriyah in 
August 1978. The Libyan 
authorities deny any responsibility 
for his disappearance. 

Airport sources said the Boe- 
ing, on a flight from Amman to 
Beirut, carried 53 passengers and 
eight crew.

• Israeli teachers 
go on strike 

TEL AVIV, March 10 (Agencies) — Israeli educational establ- 
ishments were dosed today as the country's teachers staged a one- 
day strike, the latest step in a prolonged dispute over pay increases. 

Some 1.2 million pupils and students were affected by the strike 
which was announced last night by union leaders representing 70,000 
teachers after negotiations with the government, which seemed to be 
nearing a successful conclusion, collapsed. 

The government has offered a wage increase of 16 per cent but 
agreement was help up after the 'teachers refused to sign a com- 
mitment to refrain from further strikes until the end of the year. 

Classes from preschool to high school were closed by the one-day 
walkout, and Israel's universities also were struck for three days. The 
university instructors and management are locked in a dispute over 
additional pay for advanced degrees. 

The teachers' strike disappointed both Education Minister Zvulun 
Hammer and union officials who in months of talks had agreed on an 
average pay increase of 16 per cent retroactive to the beginning of 
this school year. Current pay levels are equivalent to S200 a month 
for a beginning teacher and 5350 for a 10-year veteran. 

The teachers won the pay increases despite a government drive to 
hold down slaries to fight inflation, which soared to 111 per cent in 
1979. But agreement was blocked by a dispute over a government 
demand rhat the teachers refrain from submitting disputes iq labour 
courts for the remainder of the school year. 

"We matte serious attempts to reach an understanding that would 
prevent disturbances to the educational system,” Mr. Hammer said 
in a television interview, "but for reasons not totally clear to me, we 
are stuck with a strike.”

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IF THE European countries are really leaking for an open- 
ing io steer the Middle East out of the present stalemate 
and away from the threat ol further bloodshed and tragedy, 
then it is time that thev grasped the nettle fairly and firmly. 

And if the wise men of Europe are looking for a 
framework on which to base their initiative, they should 
lonk — as they most certainly are doing — at the language of 
the communique which President Valery Giscnrd d’Estaing 
and His Majesty King Hussein issued at the end of the 
French leader s visit to Jordan yesterday. 

The communique makes clear that a comprehensive 
peace settlement can only be achieved through the par- 
ticipation of all the parties to the Arab-1 sraeli conflict, 
foremost among them the Palestinian people through their 
representatives, the Palestine Liberation Organisation. 

H must also he universally accepted, the communique 
states, that the Palestinian issue is not simply a “refugee 
problem." but the problem of a people entitled to exercise 
its right to self-determination in a homeland of its own. A 
ju>.[ and lasting peace settlement, furthermore, must 
guarantee the rights ol all states in the region to live in 
peace within secure and recognised boundaries. 

Here, in elteet, is a new basis for Middle East peace 
negotiations, predicated on the implementation of relevant 
United Nat tons resolutions, tin the withdrawal of Israeli 
loros and settlements from the Arab territories occupied 
bv force since ls»67. and on the recognition of the legiti- 
mate rights of the Palestinian people. 

The acceptance of these fundamental requirements for 
peace bv the European powers is a significant break- 
through in the search for a fair and permanent solution to 
the Arab- Israeli conflict. 

Britain and West Germany. Norway and Holland have 
ali accepted in recent weeks that “any solution must rec- 
ognise. that the Palestinians had the right to self- 
determination within the fra mo work of a .negotiated, .set- 
tlement " as a British statement put it. Ireland and Italy 
have accepted that the PLO must have a role in any such 
negotiations. In the course of his Middle East tour. Pres- 
ident Giscard d'Estaing has elaborated France's support 
! <r all these requirements. 

The European powers may feel reluctant to push their 
initiative until they see whether the Egyptian-lsraeli 
negotiations on Palestinian “autonomy" achieve any suc- 
cess by their May deadline. Even so. that gives more than' 
two months for the European bid to take shape, and for the 
Arab states to derive the complementary' and unanimous 
position of support which such an initiative deserves and 
requires.

German team 
here for aid talks 

AMMAN. March 10 (JT) - 
German technical assistance and 
capital aid io Jordan will be dis- 
cussed Wednesday during inter- 
governmental negotiations at the 
National Planning Council (N PC), 
a source at the NPC told the Jor- 
dan Times. Another source said 
the negotiations will involve 
“large sums." 

The discussions will be held 
between a German delegation, 
which arrived here Monday for a 
five-day visit, and NPC officials. 
They will concern technical assis- 
tance to Jordan for 19M0 and cap- 
ital aid for 1980-81. Further 
details were not revealed. 

The German delegation will 
also visit the Jordan Valley on 
Tuesdav. 


AMMAN, March 10 (JNA) - 
The Prime Minister, Sharif Abdul 
Hamid Sharaf. told the National 
Consultative Council INCC) 
today that the effort to organise 
and control expenses will start 
with the government itself. He 
also said the control of con- 
sumption should be undertaken 
not only by excessive consumers, 
but by all citizens. 

Sharif Abdul Hamid said the 
government is keen on main- 
taining a balance between free 
enterprise and government inter- 
vention. to give protection to con- 
sumers in the interest of social jus- 
tice. 

During the NCC session Minis- 
ter of Industry and Trade Ali 
Nsour spoke about Jordan’s oil 
imports which, he said, come 
mainly through the Trans- 
Arabian Pipeline (TAPline) in 
accordance with an agreement 
concluded in 1946. Jordan is 
expected to import nearly 14 mil- 
lion barrels of crude oil this year at 
world market prices. Mr. Nsour 
said. 

Nearly 50 per cent of the oil 
products are used fortransport. 16 
per cent for industry, 1 4 per cent 
for electricity, eight per cent for 
heating purposes, six per cent for 
domestic use and six per cent for 
agricultural proposes. Jordan, he 
said, gets $3.2 million annually in 
pipeline transit fees from the use 
of the TAPline. 

Addressing the NCC was also 
Minister of Supply Jawad Anani. 
who spoke about imported pow- 
dered milk. He said most milk 
imports come from the European 
Economic Community, and the 
price ot milk has recently gone up 
in Europe. 

The Ministry of Supply, he said, 
decided to maintain the same 


price for consumers, and has 
imported large quantities of pow- 
dered milk — . 600,000 canons — 
which should suffice the country 
for a year. The temporary crisis 
has been solved, he added. 

The NCC also discussed the 
government’s statement of last 
week on the supply situation in the 
country. Several members put 
forward a number of proposals, 
which the prime minister said will 
he taken into consideration. Some 
members proposed in particular 
that the government should 
increase the customs duty on a 
number of luxury items. 

At the outset of the session. 
NCC members observed a one- 
minute silence in memory of the 


late Abdullah Rimawi.

HEBRON, March 10 (R)- Jewish 
settlers are confident that the 
Israeli government will eventually 
let them live inside the Arab city 
of Hebron despite an inter- 
national outcry against such a 
move. 

The seeders, who at present live 
on the edge of the West Bank cny, 
appeared undismayed by the 
cabinefs further postponement . 
yesterday of a decision on whether 
they should be permitted to return 
to homes abandoned by Jews in 
1929. 


“1 believe that our government 
will soon allow a new Jewish 
community to be established in 
the town," said Mrs. Miriam 
Levinger. wife of extremist Rabbi 
Moshe Levinger. a leader of the 
nearby Jewish settlement of 
Kiryat Arab. 

Mrs. Levinger was among a 
group of ultra-nationalist women 
who a year ago together with their 
children took over an old aban- 
doned Jewish building in the heart 
of Hebron in defiance of gov- 
ernment orders. 

Despite the government’s 


stated resolve soon after the 
takeover ro remove the squatters, 
the women and children Still 
remain in the stone building, cam- 
paigning for a large Jewish pre- 
sence in Hebron. The fbrahimi 
Mosque in the city is sacred to 
both Arabs and Jews because it 
contains the tombs of the pat- 
riarchs, where tradition says 
Abraham, Isaac and Jacob are 
buried. 

The 70,000-strong all- Arab' 
town seemed almost normal 
despite the most recent Israeli 
jtlans, which prompted a United 
Nations Security Council resol- 
"ution last week demanding 
removal of Jewish settlements 
from Arab territories. 


Business was brisk yesterday in 
the town’s colourful central mar- 
ket. Only a small sign engraved in 
marbled in one of the alleyways, 
pointed to the spot where an 
Israeli soldier was shot by uniden- 
tified gunmen last month. 

The killing was followed by an 
-day curfew on the dty. The kil- 
ling was also the justification given 
by Israeli hardliners for their 


demand to renew Jewish presence 
in the heart of Hebron. 

On the edge of the market, piles 
of rubble remain where the Jewish 
community once lived. 

Mohammad A! Atrash. a resi- 
dent of Hebron, said: “We don’t 
mind that the owners of the aban- 
doned houses will come back. But 
this must be accompanied by ah 
Israeli permission to Palestinians 
to go back to their former houses 
in Tel Aviv, Jaffa, or any other 
place in Israel,” from which they 
were evicted when Israel was cre- 
ated. he said. 

Hebron Mayor Fahd Qawasmi 
said he would oppose any Israeli 
settlement within the town limits, 
“although only Israel will suffer 
from its moves because the whole 
world will turn against it.” 

Mrs. Levinger said she believed 
only an Arab recognition of Jews' 
“divine right" to the West Bank 
could end the conflict. "They 
should simply accept our 
sovereignty as a fact and agree to 
it,” she said. 

The Israeli cabinet is expected 
to discuss the Hebron issue nexr 
week. 


Library Association compiling 
1979 publications bibliography

AMMAN, March 10— Perhaps as 
many as 50.000 men, women and 
children, in Amman and its envi- 
rons, have so far assisted a team of 
transportation consultants in the 
first part of an intensive road 
traffic and public transportation 
study currently being carried out 
in the Amman area on behalf of 
Amman Municipality. 

The consultants, a joint venture 
of British and Jordanian experts 
from Halcrow Fox and Jouzy and 
Partners, today paid tribute to the 
cooperation and hospitality of the 
inhabitants who participated in a 
series of surveys designed to 
reveal current travel patterns of a 
cross section of the population of 
more than a million who reside 
with. the study area. This area con- 
sists of the Amman-Balqa region , 
minus that pan which falls within 
the Jordan Valley. 

The unusually harsh weather 
conditions that prevailed 
throughout most of last month 
made the team's job of policing 
traffic for the roadside survey 
even more difficult than anti- 
cipated, and the lack of formal 
addresses made even simple ques- 
tions on origin and destination a 
lengthy tedious task for inter- 
viewers and interviewees alike. 

Yet despite these difficulties the 
quality of the data collected in the 
three surveys conducted so 
far— household, roadside and bus 
passengers— is abnormally good, 
by any standard, as those mem- 
bers of the study team with inter- 
national experience in such sur- 
veys pointed out to the Jordan 
Times. 

Only a handful of people asked 
to participate refused compared 
with the generally high level of 
positive response from people. 
This cooperation, coupled with 
the young interviewers* skill in 
developing techniques, such as 
drawing maps, to overcome prob- 
lems relating to addresses means 
that a high percentage of the data 
collected has been coded 


straightaway and is ready for 
analysis. 

The data collected from these 
three surveys and two more to be ' 
conducted this month— one on 
school children's travel and one on 
parking habits— will be used by the 
consultants to draw up a plan of 
action to correct the most obvious 
problems relating to the Amman 
region's increasingly chronic 
traffic congestion and inadequate 
public transportation system. This 
first phase should be completed by 
May of this year. (In Phase II, to 
be finished by early 1981. all data 
collected during Phase 1- will be 
analysed together with any exist- 
ing proposals for the Amman reg- 
ion’s traffic and transportation 
network with the aim of for- 
mulating a plan for a complete sys- 
tem to serve the region's needs 
over rhe next 10 years.) 

The study area embraces a 
number of towns as well as 
Amman including Zarqa, Fuheis 
and Na'ur. For the purposes of the 
study, the consultants have 
divided the region into 120 zones, 
of which 80 fall within the city 
boundaries of Amman. These 
zones are based on the aerial units 
commonly used for planning pur- 
poses, with some alterations 
necessitated by the local topog- 
raphy. road system and areas of 
development. 

In order to establish survey 
points, three cordons weje drawn 
up: one around the centre of 
Amman up to the Third Circle, a 
second around the edge of the belt 
of the main area of Amman and a 
third just inside Madaba, Salt and 
Baq'a. 

“Screenlines*' radiating out- 
wards across the cordons provided 
survey points for the roadside sur- 
vey in which 40.000 drivereof cars 
and passengers of taxis and ser- 
vices were stopped at 50 different 
locations and questioned about 
the specific journey they were on. 
In the bus survey, about 9,000 
passengers on buses serving over 
60 routes originating m Ammaa 
were questioned abourvheir jour- 
ney and in the household swFvey, 


1,800 households were randomly 
selected from within the zones. 

Of all the surveys, the house- 
hold one was the most extensive 
requiring full details of a specific 
day's travel by all members of the 
family over the age of five years. 
The survey, which was carried out 
during the whole of February, 
required a field force of 60, 50 
interviewers plus supervisee. A 
total of 12,000 family members 
were interviewed. 

Most of the interviewers were 
young women drawn from schools 
and colleges, chiefly teachers but 
also some students. They had the 
challenge of setting out by car 
under all weather conditions, usu- 
ally in the dark, since the best time 
to catch people at home is late 
afternoon and early evening. They 
often went to outlying areas to 
which they had made a recon- 
naisance trip earlier in the week 
with a superviser to fix an 
appointment. 

Even with appointments, as 
many as four interviews might 
have to be made with the same 
household before every member 
of the family could be questioned 
in person. Details of trips by the 
interviewees even if they were as 
short as two minutes in duration — 
provided the method of travel was 
by any means other than on foot — 
had to be precisely noted down. 
This often required considerable 
patience, and only by getting peo- 
ple to describe locations as if giv- 
ing directions on how to get there 
could the interviewer acquire 
accurate information most easily 
set down in the form of a map. 

One of the young supervisees. 
Miss Lina Anabtawi, a graduate of 
the University of Jordan, summed 
up her colleagues* feelings about 
working on the survey with the 
observation that she had had the 
unique opportunity “to learn how 
to talk to people of different back- 
grounds, different classes, dif- 
ferent ages in different' parts of 
town". Some areas such as Sahab, 
she had never had occasion to visit 
before. A number of people rab- 
bled on and on about their trans-

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U.S. wins Longchamp world cross-country 

PARIS. March I U { R ) — Craig Virgin of the United Slates became 
the lirst American and onlv the third non-European to win the 
senior men’s world cross country championship here yesterday. 

In a thrilling finish to the 1 1.9 kilometre race over the gentle 
gradients of Longchamp race course. Virgin overtook first Nick 
Rose of England, who hud made nearly uli the running, and (hen 
West German Hans Juergen Orthmann in the last few metres to 
capture first place. Orthmann was second and Rose third. 

Rose, who went to the front in the third kilometre. stayed there 
until after the 1 1 kilometre mark when Orthmann moved upon to 
his shoulder before striding out in front. At this point it seemed it 
must be Urtlmuinn's race but then came Virgin's surging finish. 
He caught Rose with 2011 metres left anj then 1511 metres tram 
the line swept past the West German. 

Title-holder John Treaty of Ireland figured prominently early 
on but then slipped back to finish down the field, freacy u~.in 
attempting to w in the senior men's title for the third year in a row . 
He showed briefly in second place around the three kilometre 
mark but then steadily tell back' to finish lSih. 

Virgin's winning time was 37 minutes Ml. I second while On- 
hmann chicked in 37:112.3 and Rose 37:05.N. Virgin commented: 
"1 am very proud to be the first American to win the title." He is 
"also only the third non- European to win. the others having been 
Assou El Ghazy of Morocco 19hb and Mohammad Gammoqdi of 
Tunisia in IM6N. 

Virgin revealed after his \ iciory that he is due to meet President 
Carter with a delegation ot American athletes to press for U.S. 
team participation in the summer OK mpics later this year. “I want 
to represent the United Sluics in Moscow" he said”.

MOSCOW, March 10 (R) - Yuri Sarkisyan, an IN-ycar-old 
Soviet studenL broke both the jerk and total world records for the 
bantamweight class at the Soviet Union weight-lifting champ- 
ionships in Podolsk near here yesterday. 

Sarkisyan jerked 155 kilograms, compared with the previous 
world mark of 152 kilos by Anton Kadjabashev of Bulgaria. His 
total lift of 272.5 kilos eclipsed Kadjabashev’s world record o£ 
265 kilos. 

Vyacheslav Klokov set the heavyweight snatch world record 
at IMS kilos minutes after Leonid Taranenko had raised IS7.5 
kilos to beat his own world mark of J86 kilos. 

U.S. gains perfect points in gymnastics 

NEW YORK, March 1-0 (API -- World champion Kurt Thomas 
scored a perfect 10 on the horizontal burs yesterday as he and 
13-year old surprise Tracec Talavera won the American cup 
gymnastic championship. Thomas received three tens and a nine 
from the judges, with the lowest score deleted. United States 
Gymnastics Federation spokesman said they believe it was the 
only 10 ever awarded for horizontal bar competition. 

"1 looked at two of the judges after the bar and two kind of 
nodded “yes,"' said Thomas. "The 10 on the bar topped every- 
thing I’ve ever done." Thomas scored 58.85 overall points to 
surpass the meet record of 5 1 .00. Connor received 58.40 points 
For second place in the men’s division, followed by Bulgaria's 
Stojan Deltchev with 54.45. 


Switzerland eases funds control 


ZURICH. March I A (Agencies)— The Swiss government i c. 
relaxed more barriers against the inflow of funds with the aii k g 
. halting a decline of the Swiss franc on foreign exchange mart J J3. 
ll eased a ban on Swiss banks' paying interest on foreign depi ' 
and lilted altogether restrictions on the sale of francs to forcig: - 
for future delivery. _ 

The interest ban was already lifted for foreign savings depo.^. 
last month, it now only applies to current account and deposits®.] 
less than three months maturity. . %• 

The Swiss authorities have now abolished nearly all the barrier® 
they erected from ! 974 to 1 978 to stem the flow of hot money into! 
Switzerland. Tire resulting appreciation of the franc was then 
threatening to put Swiss export industry out of business. Today 
the government said weakness of the franc was stimulating infla- 
tion by making imports more expensive. 

Effective tomorrow, interest payments will be resumed on time 
dejn'sils held by non-resident foreigners and running for at least 
three months. Only sight deposits and time deposits for less than 
three months on non-resident foreigners remain under the no- 
interesi rule. 

The inflation rate stood at an annual 4.1 per cent last month. 

Meanwhile, gold tell to S5X5 an ounce— lowest since (he wild 
price fluctuations of January— and the dollar was strung today on 
world markets which are expecting ami-inflation moves soon 
from Washington. The price of gold slumped $17 between the 
morning and afternoon price-setting sessions on the London bul- 
lion market. This morning it had been fixed at 602. 

The gold price is now failing back towards the S560 an ounce at 
which it began this decade before it went on to spectacular rises 
culminating in a record SS75 in January. 

The dollar was strong today on world markets which are expect- 
ing the Carter administration to take more action soon to curb 
America's high inflation. The strength of the dollar came largely 
from record high interest rules in the United States at present. In 
the latest rise, on Friday, major banks pushed their prime lending 
rales to 1 7.75 per cent in an anti-inflation credit squeeze. 

But with inflation running so high, measures are expected from 
President Carter who talked with his economic aides over the 
weekend. And some dealers also expect bank rates in America to 
go even higher. 

The dollar traded in Europe today at round 1.8055 West Ger- 
man marks, compared with 1.7950 on Friday, and 1.7255 Swiss 
francs, compared with 1.7150. The pound sterling dropped to 
52.2183 from 52.2277 un Frida v.

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Spain’s Basques elect 
nationalist majority in 


home-rule parliament 


SAN SEBASTIAN, Spain, March Id (Agencies) - Spain’s restive northern 
Basque country has dealt a severe blow to the Madrid government by 
returning an overwhelming majority of nationalists to its first home-rule 

parliament. 


Official results from yesterdav's 
elections in the three Spanish 
Basque provinces showed 
nationalist parties together won 
42 of the 60 seals in the new reg- 
ional assembly. 

The elections, ending 40 years 
of direct rule from Madrid, were a 
crushing defeat for Spain's ruling 
pany, the Union of the Demo- 
cratic Centre (UCD), which man- 
aged only six seats. 

The dear victory of the mod- 
erate Basque Nationalist Party 
(PNV), with 25 seats, seemed cer- 
tain to increase pressure on Prime 
Minister Adolfo Suarez to speed 
up the transfer of powers to the 
region. 

The poll also emphasised con- 
tinuing support for the separatist 
guerrilla group ETA. which has 
claimed responsibility for 20 kil- 
lings this year in its’ fight for an 
independent Basque state. 

Violence has taken 30 lives this 
year in the Basque country, and a 
brief lull during the campaign was 
broken today when gunmen shot a 


teacher in the leg near here. 

ETA military wing supporters 
in the radical coalition Herri 
Batasuna (Union of the Poeple) 
established themselves as the sec- 
ond political force in the region by 
taking 11 seats. 

Another nationalist group close 
to ETA’s less violent political- 
military wing. Euskadiko Eskerra 
(the Basque Left). won sly seats. 

The Socialists lost ground to the - 
nationalists and won only nine 
seats. 

The stunning failure of the 
UCD augured badly for the party 
in similar elections to a Catalan 
' parliament on March 20. 

PNV leader Carlos Garaico- 
echea, who is expected to form a 
single-party Basque government, 
said yesterday's vote would 
strengthen nationalist demands 
for fuller and speedier home-rule. 

It was the first chance for Bas- 
ques to elect their own gov- 
ernment since the Spanish Civil 
War (1936-39) when the late 
Gen. Francisco Franco took aut- 


Six African nations 
reaffirm backing for 
Polisario guerrillas 


BAMAKO. March 10 ( R) -- Leaders I mm six African countries have 
reaffirmed their strong backing for the Polisario Front guerrilla 
movement fighting for the independence of the Western Sahara. 

The six countries — Algeria. Chad, Mali, Mauritania, Niger and the 
Libyan Jamahirivah. demanded in a communique that the Western 
Saharan people be allowed to exercise their sovereign right to self- 
determ in kit ion. 

The Front has been fighting a four-year guerrilla war against 
Morocco for independence of the former Spanish colony in north- 
west Africa. 

But after a two-day summit in the Mali capital, the six leaders 
failed to agree on the setting up of a preferential political and 
economic organisation, political sources here said. 

The five heads of state and Major Abdul-Salam Jalloud rep- 
resenting Libya's Colonel Muammar Qadhafi also postponed a deci- 
sion on a treindship and non-aggression pact between them and 
asked their foreign ministers to further study the issde and report to 
the filth Saharan conference due to be held in two year s time in the 
Mauritanian capital of Nouakchott. 

The declared support ol the six nations of the region for the 
Polisario Front, which was directly named in the communique, was 
widely expected. 

li was seen as a further step tin the part of an increasing number of 
Third World countries to isolate Morocco diplomatically, the sources 
said. 

Despite last-minute el forts. Morocco failed to be allowed to attend 
the Bamako meeting, although the kingdom has centuries-old Saha- 
ran traditions, they said. 

On cooperation, the summit decided to set up five special standing 
committees to re\ie\v cooperation in all fields, officials said. 

But no details were given us to whether oil-rich countries like 
Lihva and Algeria had pledged financial aid to countries like 
Mauritania or Mali, both severely hit by drought.

Under an autonomy agreement 
negotiated between Mr. Suarez 
and Mr. Garaicoechea and 
endorsed by a Basque referendum 
last fall, the Basques can exercise 
limited autonomy as long as their 
laws do not conflict with the 
national government. 

Basque home-rule gives local 
authorities a bigger share of the 
tax contribution to the Madrid 
government, plus limited control 
over education, health, courts and 
police. 

Political violence is one of the 
most serious problems against 
which the new Basque gov- 
ernment will now have to fight 
along with a series of other prob- 
lems such as the economic crisis 
and unemployment, with 10.7 per 
cent of the Basque labour force of 
810,000 without work. 

ETA. seeking full inde- 
pendence for the Basque region, 
took responsibility for 70 out of 
119 political violence killings in 
Spain last year. 

Now, after the elections, state- 
ments from several Basque lead- 
ers were diverse. While leaders of 
rightist and moderate parties said 
they would not negotiate with 
ETA. leaders of Basque leftist 
parties said that to reach a full 
normality in the Basque country. 

the Basque political forces would 
negotiate with ETA to end the vio- 
lence in the area. 


Con nail v withdraws from 
Republican presidential race 


ORLANDO. Florida, March 
10 (R) - Mr. John ConnaUy, 
former Texas governor and 
treasury secretary, has pulled 
out of the Republican pres- 
idential race, leaving Mr. 
Ronald Reagan and Mr. 
George Bush to fight out 
tomorrow’s Florida, Alabama 
and Georgia state primaries. 

Mr. Connally withdrew yes- 
terday after running g distant 
second to one-time California 
governor Reagan in South 
Carolina despite an intensive 
and expensive campaign. He 
won only 30 per cent of the 
vote to Mr. Reagan's 54 per 
cent. 

Mr. Reagan, according to 
polls and Republican Party 
officials, holds a comfortable 
but not unshakable lead in the 
southern primaries. 

Former Central Intelligence 
Agency director George Bush 
had been closing the gap in 
Florida, but his 15 per cent 
showing in South Carolina may 
have dealt his chances a major 


setback. 

Mr. Reagan now has 62 
Republican convention dele- 
gates of the 998 needed for 
nomination against Mr. Bush's 
36. 

Another possibility, former 
president Gerald Ford, is 
deciding whether to enter the 
race later this month.

Both .Mr. Reagan and Mr. 
Bush scheduled press .con- 
ferences today for a last appeal 
to Republican voters in the 
nation's seventh-largest state 
before flying to Georgia and 
Alabama. 

Democrats also hold their 
primaries in Florida, Alabama 
and Georgia tomorrow, but 
there has" been little active 
campaigning and President 
Carter is expected to win all 
three. 

His challenger. Senator 
Edward Kennedy, said in a 
television .interview yesterday 
he was concentrating his efforts 
in Illinois. 

He also said -he would not 
necessarily drop out of the race 
even if he lost to Mr. Carter in 
all four primaries in the next 
eight days. IUinois’ primary wiU 
be March 18. 

One Democratic Party 
source said the blunder could 
have forced the president's 
share of the vote down by five 
points or more. 


Demirel outlines progress against 
Turkey’s economic crisis, violence 


ANKARA, March 10 (R) — Turkish Prime Minis- 
ter Suleyman Demirel has outlined the progress of 
his government’s battle against economic crisis and 
political violence during its first 100 days in office. 

The premier said he was confident in the progress 
of his economic programme in bring inflation down 
from 100 per cent and maintain vital imports, but 
he conceded that street violence was continuing. 

At each of three press conferences over the past 
three days, Mr. Demirel made a statement before 
facing reporters' questions. 

“We are giving great importance to restoring the 
climate of confidence which was damaged both 
inside and outside Turkey." Mr. Demirel said. 

"We have completely eliminated Turkey's image 
of being a sick man." 

Mr. Demirel said Turkey had already found the 
S3. 1 6 billion external financing it needed this year 
to keep the economy afloat. 

The prime minister said $600 million would be 


secured by new debt rescheduling, S300 million 
would come from the International Monetary Fund 
(IMF), and SI 68 million from commercial banks. 

A further SI . 6 billion would come from the 
Organisation for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) member countries, and 
S500 million from the World Bank. 

Western diplomats here said Mr. Demirel's fig- 
ures on debt rescheduling and OECD credits 
appeared premature. 

The OECD is due to consider how much of the 
Turkish debt to reschedule at a meeting in Paris 
next week. A pledging session on cash aid is 
scheduled for the following week. 

On political violence, Mr. Demirel said some 
2,600 suspects had been arrested and their 
weapons seized during his government's 100 days. 

“Bloodshed continues, there are robberies, citi- 
zens are not at ease it is true. But there is no need 
for panic and despair," he added.

“A good way to pass on experi- 
ence is to let a batch of selected 
young people occupy the front line 
while old comrades withdraw to 
the second and third ranks." it 
said. 

The editorial stressed the 
importance ol collective lead- 
ership and also warned against 
promoting biased people -or 
opportunists who would agree 
v\ ith anything just to gel to the lop. 

"In the past the emphasis was 
on individual succession, and not 
collective succession." il said. 


adding that there should be a 
smooth and stable transition and 
not an abrupt change. 

"We must increase our vig- 
ilance against those political 
opportunists who set their sails 
according to the prevailing wind 
and on questions ol principle do 
things only to please those in 
charge....'' the editorial added.

LAHORE Pakistan, March 10 
(R) — President Mohammad Zia 
Ul Haq said yesterday Pakistan 
wanted total security after the 
Soviet military push into 
Afghanistan but would remain 
non-aligned. 

He told reporters his military 
government's main objective was 
to maintain Pakistan’s non- 
aligned status. 

"Within the framework of 
non-alignment, wc want to buy 
total security for Pakistan," he 
said on arrival here. 

It was within this framework 
that Pakistan would talk to the 
United States, had talked to the 
Soviet Union and was trying to 
improve relations with India. 
Genera] Zia added. 

The president, who reiterated in 
an interview published in West 
Germany yesterday his idea of a 
peacekeeping force for Afghanis- 
tan. said his government had not 
been in touch with the Soviet- 
backed government in Kabul since 
the Islamic foreign ministers con- 
ference in January. 

The conference called on 
member countries to sever rela- 
tions with Afghanistan. The Pakis- 
tan ambassador did not return to 
Kabul after the conference but 
there has been no formal repture 
of relations. 

Genera! Zia said Pakistan Had 
■spent SI 5 million on Afghan 
refugees in addition to foreign 
contributions of S20 million. 

The latest official estimate puts 
the number of Afghan refugees in 
Pakistan at about 5X0.000. 

General Zia was quoted by the 
West German magazine Dcr 
Spiegel as saying he hud proposed 
to Moscow a peacekeeping force 
from non-aligned states to guaran- 
tee Afghanistan against outside 
interference it Soviet troops were 
withdrawn. 

He rejected a proposal to make 


Afghanistan neutral as unwork- 
able and unrealistic. 

Meanwhile. General Zia said 
today Pakistan was determined to 
continue its nuclear development 
programme speedily for peaceful 
purposes as it was vital lor the 
nation's economy. 

General Zia told a convention 


of engineers in Lahore that Pakis- 
tan's conventional energy sources 
of hydroelectric power, natural 
gas, and coal were insufficient for 
its requirements while oil pro- 
duction was meeting hardly 1 3 per 
cent of Pakistan's needs. 

The country would face serious 
difficulties if the petroleum- 


Pakistan was hying to acquire 
nuclear technology for develop- 
ment projects of “extreme and 
vital national importance,” he 
said.

MANILA, March 10 (R) — Military authorities today blamed 
separatist Filipino Muslim rebels for a series of grenade attacks in 
two southern Philippines cities yesterday in which 27 people were 
killed and nearly 260 wounded. In a report to President Ferdinand 
Marcos, Brigadier General Delfin Castro said the military had cap- 
tured documents which indicated the attacks were the work of the 
rebels, fighting for greater autonomy in the predominantly Christian 
Philippines. General Castro, acting commander of the southern 
command, said the bombings were coordinated and could be part of a 
campaign to attract the attention of the Islamic conference in 
Islamabad next month. The explosions occurred in Ozamis City on 
the island of Mindanao and nearby Iligan City about 800 kilometres 
south of Manila, and today defence and medical teams were being 
flown to the cities. 
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LONDON. March 10 (R) — British Foreign -Secretary Lord Car- 
rington in talks with Turkish-Cypriot leader Rauf Denktash today 
stressed the importance of maximum flexibility in getting a resump- 
tion of intercommunal talks on the future of the divided island, 
British officials said. Lord Carrington during a 30-minute meeting 
reiterated that Britain supported the efforts of United Nations 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim in trying to reconvene talks bet- 
ween the Greek- Cypriot and Turkish-Cypriot sides. Mr. Denktash. 
here on a short private visit, reiterated to reporters last Thursday 
that he may be forced to declare unilateral independence in North 
Cyprus if there was no progress towards a settlement. The Mediter- 
ranean island Commonwealth republic has been divided among 
Turkish-Cypriots in the north and the Greek-Cypriot majority in the 
south since the 1974 crisis when Turkish forces landed in the north. 
The island's Greek-Cypriot President Spyros Kyprianou held talks 
with Mrs. Thatcher here recently to seek British support for a 
resumption of the intercommunal negotiations. Britain does not 
recognise the self-proclaimed Turkish federated state of Cyprus in 
the north but holds talks with Mr. Denktash as leader of the 
Turkish-Cypriot community. 
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MOSCOW, March 10 (R) — Mr. Vyacheslav Molotov, one-time heir 
apparent to Josef Stalin, marked his 90th birthday yesterday in 
continuing obscurity. One of the last of the old guard of 
■ revolutionaries who seized power in 1917, Mr. Molotov is ignored by 
the official press and given only cursory mentions in reference works 
despite a quarter century at the pinnacle of Kremlin power. Officially 
he is considered beyond the pale for his association with Sralin. He 
was outmanoeuvred by Stalin's successor, Nikita Khrushchev, and- 
expelled from the inner circle of power in 1957. He reitered in 1961 
and since then has lived quietly and apparently in good health in his 
apartment in Granovsky’ Street, a stone's throw from the Kremlin 
wall.

GENEVA, March 10 (AP) -- After weeks of debate to send a tele- 
gram to Soviet authorities denouncing the internal exile of Mr. 
Andrei Sakharov, the United Nations Human Rights Commission 
today was presented with an official text sponsored by six nations 
calling on Moscow to provide more information. The text, presented 
by Britain, West Germany, the Netherlands, Portugal, Costa Rica 
and Panama, ensured a vote in the 43-nation commission later this 
week on the most controversial issue so far raised in the six-week 
long session. The commission, the text says, should decide to 
“request the government of the Soviet Union to provide more infor- 
. mation on this case,” which it added should be taken up again at next 
year's meeting. Mr. Sakharov, a prize-winning physicist and leading 
Soviet dissident, was banished to internal exile earlier this year. 
Meanwhile, a Soviet resolution— described by one Western source as 
a deliberate attempt to match the Sakharov text politically - called 
on Britain to supply the commission immediately with information 
on action it is taking to stop alleged violations of human rights in 
Northern Ireland. The resolution says Britain has “practically estab- 
lished... a regime of military occupation" in that region. 
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LEIPZIG, March 10 (AP) -- East German leader Erich Honecker 
opened the Leipzig Trade Fair yesterday with the traditional tour of 
some of the 6,000 exhibits from more than 60 nations.

Greece has taken first official

They visited development pro- 
jects being carried out and were 
briefed by Crown Prince Hasson 
on the region's industrial, agricul- 
tural and housing schemes. 

The two leaders were accom- 
panied on the tour by the prime 
minister and a number of Jor- 
danian and French officials. King 
Hussein also took his guest to visit 
Umm Qais. at the northwestern 
tip of Jordan. 

While the Middle East situation 
dominated' talks between the 
French leader and King Hussein, 
separate talks on mutual 
economic, cultural, technical and 
.industrial cooperation were held 
by senior officials. (See page 2) 

On arrival in Riyadh, President 
Giscard d’Estaing went immedi- 
ately into talks with King Khalcd, 
who left hospital three days ago 

after treatment for exhaustion. He 

later had a working lunch with 
Crown Prince Fahd and other offi- 
cials, the Saudi Press Agency said. 

There were no immediate 
details of what was discussed.
